The first requirement is driving of more than 150 miles 
per month. If the applicant shows that he will require 
an average occupational mileage of 150 miles per 
month or less for a three month period, no supplemen- 
tal ration may be issued. The second requirement is 
that the excess total driving applied for must be in the 
pursuit of an occupation. This includes both driving 
to and from the place of work and driving in carrying 
on the work and includes all occupations in which the 
vehicle will be used. 

What other requirements must be satisfied in order to 
obtain a supplemental ration? 

In addition to the above, the applicant must satisfy 
one of two alternative conditions in connection with 
the use of h>s vehicle. He ^ust show either ( I ) that 
he has entered into a bona fide ride sharing arrange- 
ment in connection with such occupational driving: or 
(2) that he cannot enter into the required type of ride 
sharing arrangement but that he is carrying as many 
persons as he can reasonably be expected to carry 
AND that r.o other means of transportation can be 
used by him. 

What do you mean by a ride sharing arrangement? 
The only type of ride sharing arrangement which will 
satisfy the requirements of the regulation is an ar- 
rangement under which the motor vehicle will be used 
to carry at least four persons regularly in connection 
with their occupations. One of these four persons may 
be the applicant himself if the driving will be in con- 
nection with his own occupation. If such ride sharing 
rangement has bee" entered into, each of the persons 
will be carried, other than the applicant, will be re- 
quired to sign the application form in the spaces pro- 
vided, and to state the mileage and number of days 
per month that he will be carried in the vehicle. 
Does this mean that foilr or more persons must be 
carried for the entire mileage for which a supplemental 
ration is requested? 

So long. as there is a bona fide ride sharing arrange- 
ment, which was entered into in good laith, it Is not 
necessary that each mile to be driven be covered by a 
ride sharing arrangement, since in some cases that will 
be impossible. For example, it may be impossible oc- 
casionally for the persons carried to ride home each 
time they may expect to do so because of overtime 
work, etc. Furthermore, the applicant, because of the 
location of his residence may be able to secure pas- 
sengers for only part of the trip. Local Boards are 
instructed to scrutinize very closely this phase of the 
ride sharing plan. 

What happens if the ride sharing arrangement is carried 
on by means of rotation of several automobiles rather 
than by one automobile? 

In this case, application must be made for each auto- 
mobile to be used in such an arrangement based upon 
the mileage to be driven in that automobile. Wherever 
possible, all such applications should be submitted at 
the same time.

Weekly Test of 
Air Raid Signals 

State Outlines Rules 
Under Which Alarms 
Will be Sounded 

The State Council of Defense 
has issued the following regulations 
concerning air raid alarms: 

"The audible signal for an air 
raid attack shall be sounded only 
upon receipt of an air raid alarm 
over the Civil Air Raid Warning 
System of the First Fighter Com- 
mand; ana the iiufll«# fc Bign&' for 
an air raid drill shall be sounded 
only upon instructions from the 
State Council of Defense. 

"Until further notice, weekly 
practice or test alarms shall be 
held each Saturday at 12.05 p.m., 
Eastern War Time. The U. S. Citi- 
zens' Defense Corps shall not be 
mobilized by these test alarms and 
no attention need be paid to these 
test alarms by the general public 
until further notice as the test 
alarms are held to test the mechan- 
ical' readiness and effectiveness of 
the alarms, and to acquaint the 
public with said alarms The test 
alarms should not be more than 20 
seconds in duration and in no case 
should be followed by an "All 
Clear" signal." 

The above rules, regulations and 
orders are adopted and promul- 
gated by the State Council of De- 
fense pursuant to authority vested 
in it by Section 3 (a) of Act No. 14 
approved April 13. 1942, known as 
the "Air Raid Precautions Act." 

Attention is called to the fact 
that Section 9 of 6aid act provides 
that any person violating any of 
these rules, regulations and orders 
is, upon conviction thereof, subjeot 
to a fine and imprisonment.

C. P. Cook Dies 
In Stroudsburg 

Noted Historian Was 
Narberth Business- 
man; Merion Resident 

Funeral services were held on 
Monday at Riegelsville, Bucks 
County, for Chester Preston Cook, 
president of the Montgomery 
County Historical Society. He was 
64. 

Mr. Cook, who lived on Rockland 
av., Merion, died on July 16 in

County Completes 
Share-Ride Survey 

Potter Finds 57 
Employes Drive to 



Work Alone 



The survey conducted by James 
W. Potter, director of the Court 
House employes "Share-the-Ride 
Campaign" shows that 54 of the 
employes Walk to work, with 57 
others riding buses, 38 the train 
or trolley, and 55 others ride In 
the automobiles of others. 

Potter reported that 93 of the 
employes drive their cars to- worki 
and of this number 57 come to 
the Court House with no passen- 
gers riding with them. 

The survey shows that of the 
93 who are now driving their car, 
and the 55' others who are riding 
with others, that 58 could reach 
the Court House by bus, five 
others could walk to work, and 
69 could make it to their jobs by 
train or trolley. Only one of the 
entire group reported he could get 
to work by bicycle. 

There are 49 of the Court House 
force who estimate they have up 
to 5,000 miles of wear In their 
tires, while 46 have between 5i000 
and 10.000 miles, and 15 fortunate 
ones have over 10,000 miles left in 
their present rubber supply.

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We READ a lot about the Russian army and its leaders these 
days. But what about the Russian people themselves? How are t!icy like 
Americans and how are they different? "Shooting the Russian War," 

by Margaret Bourke-White, talks' about 
people and not about politics. Miss Bourke- 
White and her husband, Erskine Caldwell, 
went to Moscow in the spring of 1941 and 
stayed until the Russians had begun their 
great counter-offensive, Mr. Caldwell gave 
his account of their experiences in his book, 
"All Out on the Road to Smolensk," pub- 
lished several months, ago. Now we have 
the story from a woman's- viewpoint in his 
wife's book.

1 Miss Bourke-White is justly proud of her Stalin photographs, since 
it is very difficult for an American to get an audience with the Soviet 
leader. She says that Stalin looked very stern — as though his face was 
carved' out of granite — until she ^ 

started crawling around: on the floor, 
so she could 1 set her camera at the 
proper' angle. This struck him as 
funny and he Burst out laughing. • 
The week before the Nazi inva- 
sion, the Caldwclls were visiting in 
Georgia, in the South of Russia. The 
Georgians were delighted to learn 
that Erskine also had come from >. 
Georgia — the United States variety. 
Their excursion was conducted by the leading poets of Georgia. "Both 
Georgias grew cotton. Both were famous for corn and oranges. Both 
had golden sunshine. Both produced beautiful women. But, best of all, 
both Georgias were noted as the birthplaces of the greatest writers in 
the land," they said. At this point Miss Bourke-White whispered to 
her husband that his play "Tobacco Road" had never seen anything 
like this. He whispered back that they were just a lot of Georgia 

crackers here, same as back home. •

In the three municipalities au- 
thorities have contended that the 
patrolmen were needed as a vital 
part of the home defense program.

Merion was that of Patrolman 
Joseph Sweeney. Because of his 
.ige. Sweeney was deferred at one 
time but is now subject to recall. 
It is understood that the Town- 
ship intends to ask for deferment 
as soon as he receives notice to 
appear. 

Before Haverford Township past- 
ed its recent ruling six men were 
eligible for service and on several 
of them deferment was asked and 
granted. 

The men involved were Frank 
Burns. John Hexter, Thomas Sir- 
ritto, Carney Bonner, Roy Faus- 
sett and Michael Wilcox. Of these 
six men Burns is now in the rj. S 
Army and Hexter in the Navy. 
Faussett plans to enlist in the U. S 
Army Air corps: Wilcox expects to 
be summoned for an examination 
soon and the other two men, Slr- 
ritto and Bonner, are in line for 
selective service.

Daniel J. Murphy. Jr., Merion, 
who attained his majority April 16, 
1042, is awarded a total of $335,- 
032.69 in an adjudication confirm- 
ing an account handed down by 
Judge J. Burnett Holland in Or- 
phans' Court. 

The money represents trusts es- 
tablished by his parents, Daniel 
J. and Clara Murphy, under which 
he was to receive the princlpa. 
when he reached the age of 21. 
His father has since died. 

In the adjudication the couit 
awarded Attorney Lemuel B. Scho- 
field, Philadelphia, counsel for the 
accountants, a fee of $12,500 lot 
professional services in connection 
with the trusts, consent to which 
had been filed by the beneficiary. 

The account was filed by Girard 
Tiust Company.

Listed as 
counsel for the accountants are 
Attorneys Harry J. Alker. Jr.. L 
B. Schofleld and W. Bradley Ward 

Since the audit the son. D. J. 
Murphy. Jr., executed a deed oi 
trust appointing the Girard Trust 
Company. Monaghan and his 
mother, Clara Murphy, as trustees 
and has set over to them all his 
right, title and interest in and to 
ht balance for distribution, under 
certain provisions.

They hold a 10-3 decision 
over Princeton, Eastern Intercol- 
legiate League champs, and de- 
feated Swarthmore College and 
Drexel Tech twice. 

Heading their cast of outstand- 
ing baseball talent is ; JBCk'. ? Wal- 
laesa, the Eaiton youth "Wtiojilasred 
shortstop for Connie Maclc^s .Ath- 
letics earlier this season. ■ Wallaesa, 
a 6-foot-4, 196-pound yrlghtliajiaed 
hitter, was rated hy 'Mack aS the 
No. 1 major league rookie of the 
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Walter Nowak, former Villanova 
College star who played one sea- 
son with Trenton in the Inter- 
State League, plays second base 
and is one of the hardest hitters 
on the club. He collected 28 hits 
in 89 times at bat to date to boast 
a bating average of .314.

Bill Luzansky— Played outfield for 
Harrisburg in the Inter-State 
League. Batting average .242.

Arm Bands to Pass Firemen 
Through Air Raid Lines 



In recent air raid drills, firemen 
who have been instructed to report 
to their fire houses on the sound- 
ing of the air raid alarms have 
not had the proper authority to 
pass through the air raid warden's 
lines. 

The State Council of Defense at 
Harrisburg, therefore, has issued 
instructions to all Councils of De- 
fense to incorporate the active 
members of volunteer fire compan- 
ies in the Auxiliary Firemen's 
Corps of the U. S. Citizens' De- 
lense Corps in the following man- 
ner: 

The Chief of the incorporated 
fire company shall certify to the 
local Council of Defense the active 
members of his .company who .are 
required to report to the fire house 
when the alarm sounds for an air 
raid attack or drill. 

These active members of incor- 
porated fire companies shall be 
given Identification Cards and 
Arm Bands in the Auxiliary Fire- 
men's Corps of the U. S. Citizens' 
Defense Corps by the Council ol 
Defense. 

Since many active members of 
the fire companies have already 
taken training at the regular fire 
schools and have had first aid 
training, they will need only addi- 
tional training in the general 
course and gas defense. Active 
members who have not had this 
previous training, however, should 



be given the training by the fire 
instruction of the training division. 
This training should be given, if 
possible, at the fire houses at the 
time of the regular meetings of 
the firemen. 

Paid men of any fire department 
should be made members of the 
Auxiliary Firemen's Corps of the 
U. S. Citizens' Defense Corps im- 
mediately without further training. 
They should be supplied with arm 
bands and identification cards so 
that they might pass through the 
Air Raid Warden's lines. 

The State Council of Defense ad- 
vises that firemen must carry arm 
bands and identification cards with 
them at all times so that they can 
pass through the Air Raid Warden 
lines if Jhe air raid alarm. Is sound- 
ed while off duty.
